being first to appear Is the likelihood 
of being Impressed into service as one 
of the assessors of whom two, both 
Independent voters must serve with 
the 
president of the ballot' 
Tbe 


counting of tbe ballots Is also done by 
volunteers called for from among tbe 
electors 


In the absence of the party system 


It Is dlfilcult strictly to classify the 
candidates 
In a general way they 


range themselves In groups around 
certain well known political leaders.—

His private 
life Ue>esn't trouble the society unless* 
he Is convicted of a criminal offense 


Having received the complaint and 


evidence In support of It, the society 
brings the matter before a divisional 
court composed of two or three of the 
most 
distinguished 
Judges on

bench 
The solicitor in given every 


chance of defending himself 
bnt If 


after hearing tbe evidence the Judges 
decide that he Is guilty his name Is 
"struck fiom the rolls 
Should the 


offense be a minor one, caused more 
by misunderstanding thnn frand, tbe 
solicitor may be suspended for a pe- 
riod and allowed to practice again at 
the expiration of It
